Thirty-one new Canadians 
from 18 countries received 
the warmest and most enthu¬ 
siastic welcome imaginable 
as 400 spirited students 
rewarded each of them with 
wholehearted applause, wav¬ 
ing their Canadian flags in 
excitement. 

Former Niagara Falls 
Mayor Ted Salci, now a citi¬ 
zenship judge, presided over 
a citizenship swearing-in cer¬ 
emony at Crossroads Public 
School Friday, giving the stu¬ 
dents an opportunity to learn 
about their heritage, and what 
it means to be a Canadian. 

The ceremony atthe school 
was put into motion by Steven 
Zaporzan, an English as a 
Second Language teacher 
who spends the majority of 
his time teaching at 
Crossroads. 

"I thought that the school 
would be a perfect location 
for such an event. Crossroads 
has many ESL students, who 
are expertly supported by a 
kind, caring, and professional 
staff," said Zaporzan.

Subdivision in 
St. Davids 
moves forward 
with draft 
approval given to 
new property owner

The view for many St. 
Davids residents will 

than a couple who enjoy 
their front porch in the 
warm weather, looking out 
toward the escarpment 
and Queenston Heights. 

Tricia Weaver and Jeff 
Vreeken live on Line 9, at 
the corner of Four Mile 
Creek Road. 

They used to be able to 


look out their front win¬ 
dows and see orchards, 
but the fruit trees are long 
gone, and in their place is 
a big, empty field and in 
the distance, the industrial 
buildings that used to be 
the cannery. 

Soon, their view of the 
field will be replaced by 
The Cannery, a develop¬ 
ment of 235 homes, and 
the escarpment and the 
Brock Monument they can 
see in the distance will be 
obscured by roof lines. 

The village has grown 
in leaps and bounds since 
the implementation of the 
sewer system about a 
decade ago, with new 
homes built and many 
more on the books. 

At the time sewers were 
installed, there were 270 
homes in the village. 

By the end of 2012, 
another 244 had been 


added, not quite doubling 
the size of the community, 
but there are many more 
on the books, with con¬ 
struction yet to begin. 

That includes The 
Cannery, right across the 
street from die couple who 
moved to an area that 
attracted them because it 
felt like living in the coun¬ 
try. They could walk their 
dog along rural roads and 
enjoy the nature and wild¬ 
life that surrounded them. 

But their tranquil life¬ 
style is about to come to 
an end. Once the develop¬ 
ment of the property 
across the street from 
them begins, "it's going to 
be like living in the city," 
says Vreeken. 

"We used to feel like we 
had a lot of privacy. Now 
with all the traffic that will 
be passing by, we're going 
to have to plant a row of 


evergreens to create a little 
bit of privacy." 

One of the roads into 
the new subdivision will 
be almost across from 
their driveway, and will 
change the nature of the 
rural road they front on, 
they say. 

They are not looking 
forward to the years of 
noisy construction, either, 
as trucks enter and exit 
right in front of their 

"We're not in support of 
the development," said 
Weaver. "The town has 
kept us in the loop about 
what is going on, but there 
is nothing we can do about 
it. It's out of our control." 

The area slated for 
development of235 homes 
surrounds the former can¬ 
nery, on both sides of Four 
Mile Creek Road, border¬ 
ing Line 9 and the ravine, 


to Ravine Winery on the 
west and Concession 3 to 
the east. It will change the 
view for many St. Davids 
residents, who are accus¬ 
tomed to a more country 
village kind of streetscape. 

Much of the property 
used to consist of orchards, 
which are gone now. There 

and the draft plan of sub¬ 
division calls for a tree¬ 
saving plan to be devel¬ 
oped by a qualified arborist 
or forestry consultant. 

The original develop¬ 
ment proposal for former 
CanGro fruit processing 
property came from local 
developer and business¬ 
man Rainer Hummel, who 
has kept the industrial 
portion that was once the 
site of the factory, and is 
now home to Hummel's 
award-winning adaptation 
of the cannery for use as 


his office. 

The portion slated for 
residential development 
has been sold to Benny 
Marotta, known locally for 
the vineyards planted 
between East and West 
Line and John Street with 
the intention of building a 
winery, and a large house 
he is building overlooking 
the Niagara River. 

Council approved a 
revised plan for the subdi¬ 
vision at their last meet¬ 
ing, submitted since the 
change in ownership. 

The plan as it stands is 
to build a mix of 235 
homes, including 

detached, semis and town- 
houses. The housing den¬ 
sity is only increased by 
10, with more detached 
homes but on smaller 
lots.

This is one of many 
changes to be instituted 
by the Niagara Health 
System as part of its plans 


to slash its $13 million 
deficit. 

Rather than cut beds, 
nurses or programs, the 
local health system is 
looking at alternatives. 
Installing parking gates at 
the NOTL site and raising 
parking fees are part of 
the solution. 

Gated parking and hik¬ 
ing rates will be institued 
across the system. 

is expected to bring in an 
extra $500,000 a year, with 
visitors to pay $2 per Vt 
hour, and $4 for one hour, 
up to a maximum of $8 for 
12 hours. 

Local resident Harry 
Flood is not happy about 
the increase in rates, but 


he is even more concerned 
about gating the parking 
lot at the NOTL Hospital. 

At other hospital sites, 
he can drive up to a main 
door to drop off his wife, 
who has difficulty walk¬ 
ing. At the NOTL Hospital, 
there is no such accom¬ 
modation, he says. 

The Floods' doctor is 
downstairs in the build¬ 
ing, and Harry often drops 
off his wife at the side door 
and then parks some¬ 
where else, he says. 

Often, one of them is 
making a quick visit to 
their doctor to have a pre¬ 
scription renewed. 

The solution would be 
to put in a circular drive¬

He issued the invitation

The message repeated to 
the students by the guests 
who were invited to speak 
was that all of us are from 
families who were immi¬ 
grants to Canada, whether it 
was our parents, grandpar¬ 
ents or great-grandparents, 
who left behind, in some 
cases, "tyranny, oppression 
and hardships unimagina¬ 
ble to us," said Zaporzan. 

"Many of our ancestors 
left behind friends, family 
and loved ones for a chance 
at a better life in a country 
far away from their own. 
They came to Canada, as 
many of these new 
Canadians did, and contin¬ 
ue to do, for a chance at a 
better life, to a country 
abound with opportunity for 
people willing to work hard 
and persevere. Canada is a 
place where dreams come 
true and anything is possi¬ 
ble.” 

Crossroads principal 
Marian Reimer Friesen, 
whose parents arrived in 
Canada, homeless, from 
Russia, welcomed the new 
Canadians and thanked 
them "for sharing your 
Canadian story. It's been a 
great learning experience." 

She told them they are 
following in the footsteps of 
generations of Canadians. 

"Be proud of your coun¬ 
try. You are joining a 
Canadian story." 

Sgt. Jeremy Gamble of the 
Lincoln Welland Regiment 
talked to the new Canadians 
about their right to vote, to 
run as a candidate, to work 
in any province or territory, 
and their new responsibili¬ 
ties as Canadians.

Citizenship ceremony at Crossroads Public School 
is what education in this country should be all about 


Everyone in this country of ours 
should attend a citizenship ceremony, at 
least once in their lives. 

They are emotional. They are educa¬ 
tional. They are reminders of how great 
this country is that we call home, and of 
why others, not so fortunate at birth, 
want to become Canadian citizens. 

Apparently, if you are already a 
Canadian citizen, you can renew your 
citizen oath at certain citizenship cere¬ 
monies, particularly those taking place 
July 1. 

The pride in the faces of the new 
Canadians at the ceremony held at 
Crossroads last week was evident. The 
pride shown by the students, to be part 
of such an event, was uplifting. 

If you have been at a citizenship cer¬ 
emony held at a more traditional loca¬ 
tion, imagine the same pomp and cere¬ 
mony, the traditional red-coated mount- 
ie standing guard, while 400 students, 
some as young as four or five, cheer, 
clap, wave their Canadian flags, grinning 
ear to ear as each new citizen is intro- 

Citizenship ceremonies are the last 
step in acquiring Canadian citizenship. 
They are legally and symbolically impor¬ 
tant, says the government’s website. 

They are inspiring. 

“The ceremony signifies formal entry 


into the Canadian family and the accep¬ 
tance of rights and responsibilities of 
citizenship. At a citizenship ceremony 
new Canadians take the oath of citizen¬ 
ship and are presented with a certificate 
of Canadian citizenship’’ 

New Canadians must study about 
their new country and pass a test, 
answering questions that could be diffi¬ 
cult for many of us who have been citi¬ 
zens since birth. 

It might be interesting to make it a 
family game - ask some of the questions 
that are posed to new Canadians and see 
how well you can answer them. 

Congratulations to all who had a hand 
in organizing the ceremony held at 
Crossroads. It is something every stu¬ 
dent, in fact every one of us, should wit- 

It’s also an important reminder that 
each and every one of us comes from an 
immigrant family at some point in our 
heritage, with relatives who faced simi¬ 
lar challenges to those who were sworn 
in last week. 

It’s good for our kids to know, for all of 
us to know, that we’re no different than 
those who come to Canada today with 
their families to give them a better life. 
Some of us were just were fortunate to 
have families who came a little sooner in 
the history of our country.

Congrats to politician tor his patience but school board should look at optics 


Is school board 
still piqued over 
high school 
issue? If so, it’s 
time to get over it 


OK, in the interest of dis¬ 
closure, I will begin by say¬ 
ing that like many in this 
town who witnessed the 
accommodation review 
process that resulted in the 
closure of our high school, I 
have had lingering feelings 
of bitterness toward our 
school board. 

And feelings of frustra¬ 
tion with a system that is 
stacked strongly against the 
smaller municipalities 
which don’t have the elec¬ 
toral numbers to influence 
school board trustees. 

But it's time to get over it 
and move forward, for all

involved. 

Including me. 

I would hazard a guess 
that when the Town decid¬ 
ed to strike an education 
committee in May 2011, 
this while the disappoint¬ 
ment and distrust over the 
process that led to the clos¬ 
ing of Niagara District 
Secondary School was at a 
all-time high, it was under¬ 
stood that the board might 
not be thrilled with the 
idea. 

There were harsh feel¬ 


ings between the Town and 
the District School Board 
of Niagara at the time, 
because although politi¬ 
cians understand the ben¬ 
efit of tact, the time for tact 
ran out at about the same 
rate as the time remaining 
on the clock for our high 
school. 

But that is in the past, 
and this is now, so why are 
we still talking about edu¬ 
cation in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake? 

The Town has taken the 
unusual stance that it 
would form a committee to 
continue to keep track of 
enrolment and capacity in 
local schools. 

While that's not normal¬ 
ly the mandate of munici¬ 
pal government, Town pol¬ 
iticians—those in favour of 
the committee, since not all 
were—justified it by saying 
it would be operating from 
a planning perspective. 

And that makes sense, 


especially now, with the 
numbers of new subdivi¬ 
sions on the books. 

It actually makes com¬ 
plete sense that, as chair of 
the committee Councillor 
Gary Zalepa Jr. said, in a 
perfect world agencies such 
as school boards would 
routinely converse with 
municipalities about such 
factors as population 
growth and how it might 
affect planning for the 

But it isn't routine, and 
in regards to NOTL, it's 
likely not a welcome pros¬ 
pect on the part of our 
school board. 

It’s just a guess—we 
don't have numbers to con¬ 
firm—but it's likely 
Crossroads is nearing 
capacity. There was con¬ 
cern when it was built that 
it would soon be full, but 
we were told there was an 
extra classroom. 

It seems safe to assume 


that the population of 
school-aged kids in the Old 
Town is dwindling, or at 
least static, but we don't 
know that. 

We do know St. Davids 
and Glendale, which both 
feed St. Davids Public 
School, will grow over the 
next decade in leaps and 
bounds. 

But the school board 
seems completely uninter¬ 
ested in that information. 

How frustrating for our 
committee members to be 
waiting, in February, for 
numbers that should have 
been available soon after 
school started In 
September. 

And congratulations to 
Councillor Gary Zalepa for 
not sounding angry or exas¬ 
perated by the school 
board's response, that it is 
waiting for ongoing accom¬ 
modation reviews to be fin¬ 
ished. 

What has that got to do 


with Niagara-on-the-Lake 
schools, none of which is 
currently being reviewed? 

I guess that as a politi¬ 
cian, Zalepa understands 
about process, about 
patience, about tact. 

And he most certainly 
understands that ruffling 
feathers—if there are any 
left unruffled when it comes 
to NOTL—at the board isn't 
going to make progress any 
easier for this municipality. 

But oh, the absurdity of 
it, that what seems like such 
a simple request has proved 
to be so complicated. 

Is this about nurturing 
hard feelings? Is it about 
bearing grudges? Let's 

And let's hope the infor¬ 
mation from the board is 
forthcoming, sooner rather 
than later, so our commit¬ 
tee members can stop cool¬ 
ing their heels and get on 
with doing the job they 
were asked to do.

reviews are completed. 

It's interesting to note, and a 
little puzzling, says Zalepa, that 
the board has sent enrolment 
numbers for all other schools 
under its jurisdicUon—just not 
the ones for NOTL facilities, 
none of which are currently the 
subject of an accommodation 

The education review com¬ 
mittee was formed in May 2011, 

- after some discussion 

at council about wheth¬ 
er it was appropriate for 
a municipality to be 
tackling the issue of 
education. But since 
the terms of reference 
for the committee were 
to look at demograph¬ 
ics and facility capacity 
from a planning per¬ 
spective, the committee 
was struck. The school 
board was invited to 
have representation on 
the committee along 
with two Town council¬ 
lors, three residents and 
town planning staff, but 
declined. 

Zalepa says the Town 
committee has no plans 
to meet until it has the 


enrolment figures. 

"Until then, we're at a bit of 
an impasse," he says. 

The Town has sent another 
letter to the board asking for a 
timeline ofwhen the accommo¬ 
dation reviews might be com¬ 
pleted and the student numbers 
available for NOTL schools. 

"We want to take a look at the 
numbers from a long-term per¬ 
spective," says Zalepa. 

"We want to know what is 
happening with the population 
of school-age children in town. 
We know that it is moving away 
from the Old Town to St. Davids, 
Virgil and Glendale, but we 
don't know in what numbers. 
Once we have that information 
we can look at projected subdi¬ 
vision plans over the next 10 to 
15 years and address whether 
we have the facilities we need." 

He says planned residential 
construction in Virgil, St. Davids 
and Glendale could mean a 
shortage of capacity in commu¬ 
nity schools in the future, "but 
although we think that might be 
the case, although we think old 
patterns (of declining enrol¬ 
ment) have changed, we want 
to have the facts confirmed." 

The committee needs the 
baseline of enrolment today to 
project the future, he says, and 
while he is looking on the posi¬ 
tive side, that the figures will be 
forthcoming soon, committee 
members don't have what they 
need now to go forward. 

He hopes to receive the 
enrolment numbers in time to 
report back to council in April.

Steinberg has been writ¬ 
ing for many years - short 
stories, fiction and non-fic¬ 
tion. 

She has also written arti¬ 
cles for online publications 
and a blog about issues 


related to children and 
young adults.

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Students have become family for seasoned Pumphouse instructor 


As the art centre 
celebrates its 
20th anniversary, 
Susan Wintrop 
reflects on her long 
association with 
Pumphouse

Susan Wintrop isn't one 
of the original instructors 
at the Niagara Pumphouse, 
but she is the "last teacher 
standing" from its early 
days, she says. 


She has taught at the 
Pumphouse, which is cele¬ 
brating its 20th anniversa¬ 
ry, since 1995 and brings to 
her classes expertise devel¬ 
oped over a career as a 
graphic designer, calligra¬ 
pher, painter and potter. 

Even before she arrived 
in NOTL in 1994, she had 
heard about the Pumphouse 
and the restoration it was 
undergoing, and thought it 
might be a place where she 
would be able to teach. 

When she arrived in 
town, she opened East 
West Line Pottery, where 
she had a kiln installed and 
went to work. Her interest 
in medieval and Japanese 
studies was reflected in her 


raku pottery which has 
been shown in three solo 
exhibitions at the Gardiner 
Museum of Ceramic Art, 
Toronto. 

She also ran a bed and 
breakfast. 

She no longer creates 
pottery—has just a few 
pieces of her work left for 
sale—and it's been a long 
time since she operated a 
B&B, but although she has 
moved on in her life and in 
her art, her connection 
with the Pumphouse has 
remained a constant. 

"It’s been a huge part of 
my life through the ups and 
downs of the administra¬ 
tion,” she says. 

Her best friends were all 


met through classes over 
the years, and have become 
her family here, she says. 

The first class she taught 
was one for beginning 
painters: Art for those who 
think they can't, she called 
it. 

Although she didn't 
teach pottery in the early 
years of the Pumphouse, 
she recalls, she has taught 
many classes since. 

She has also held classes 
in water colours, calligra¬ 
phy, botanical illustration, 
art as biography—how the 
life of artists and their per¬ 
sonal struggles affected 
their work—and oil paining 
"for the cheap and terri¬ 
fied, the absolute begin¬ 


ners," she says. 

She has worked with 
hundreds of students, 
including a handful who 
have been with her since 
the beginning, and who 
continue to attend a 
Tuesday morning open stu¬ 
dio. They bring whatever 
project they happen to be 
working on, and she 
observes and tries to help 
them "take it from really 
good to excellent." 

The Niagara Pumphouse 
Visual Art Centre has 
evolved from its early days 
when Wintrop began teach¬ 
ing, but it continues to do 
what it does best—offer 
exhibits of talented artists 
and programs in a wide 


variety of art-related sub¬ 
jects, with a dedicated 
group of instructors. 

The membership over 
the course of two decades 
has been up and down, but 
the instructors and the pro¬ 
gram directors have worked 
to offer new and relevant 
classes to challenge a core 
group of people who con¬ 
tinue to take classes and to 
help move them to the next 
level in their work, says 
Wintrop. 

As an instructor, she has 
created programs to accom¬ 
modate the evolution of 
her students, she says.

"It has to be fresh, and it 
has to continue to be a chal¬ 
lenge.” 

She has had to work at 
accomplishing those goals. 

"The needs of my students 
have necessitated my own 
stepping up. It can take 
months of preparing so I'll be 
ready to roll for a new sea- 

With its 20th anniversary, 
the Pumphouse too has had 
to step up, and has hired 
"some really talented, inno¬ 
vative teachers, artists who 
have shown all over the 
world," says Wintrop. 

"After 20 years, the 
Pumphouse has to have new 
life, new people, and new 
ideas. I'd say the last year and 
a half has been great with 
new programs and new 
teachers." 

Every community needs a 
cultural centre where creative 
experiences can be found, 
she says. 

"That's what the 
Pumphouse is. People come 
for many reasons—for a cul¬ 
tural experience, for a social 
experience, and in some 
cases for the fulfillment of a 
life-long dream to become an 
artist. In can provide a brief 
time in their week that is a 
distraction, a time for them¬ 
selves that's both meaning¬ 
ful, personal, and fun." 

As for Wintrop and her 
personal challenges to grow 
as an artist, after 25 years of 
making and selling her pot¬ 
tery, she says, "it just felt like 
all the pots had been shaken 
out, the repository empty." 

She doesn't miss it, she 
says, but the unexpected 
result was the shock of peo¬ 


ple who were close to her, 
who had known her as a pot¬ 
ter, and the difficulty they 
had of not seeing her as that 

She now concentrates on 
painting with oils, and has 
reached a comfortable place 
in her life where she can 
paint to please herself. 

"I’m interested in science, 
philosophy and human 
nature so my work is to cre¬ 
ate allegorical images which 
illustrate different theories 
and ideas which engage my 
curiosity." 

Some paintings have sold, 
to her surprise, but they are 
not intended for the rest of 
the world, she says. 

One particular painting 
that sold, she has recreat¬ 
ed—and will keep it, she 

"At this stage of my cre¬ 
ative endeavors I am quietly 
pursuing these challenges 
without the pressure of obli¬ 
gation to a gallery. It’s a great 
pleasure and quite freeing." 

Although her newest work 
is for herself, she continues to 
cherish the relationships she 
has developed with her stu¬ 
dents. 

"What would I do without 
them? They're precious to 
me. As important as the 
Pumphouse is to them, in 
their lives, they have become 
really important to me in my 
life." 

There are some celebra¬ 
tions in the works to mark the 
20-year milestone, including 
an open house March 17.

In 2010, Niagara Region started a Municipal 
Class Environmental Assessment (EA) 
process in accordance with Schedule 
‘C’ of the Municipal Class Environmental 
Assessment (2011) to investigate 
opportunities for improvements to the 
transportation network in the Glendale/ 

Q.E.W./Highway 405 area. The study area 
is bounded approximately by the Welland 
Canal, Queenston Rd„ Four Mile Creek Rd. 
and Mountain Rd., as shown on the map 
below, and includes interchanges between 
Glendale Ave., the Queen Elizabeth Way, and Highway 405. 

Phases I and 2 of the EA process are complete, with the results presented to the public at a 
Public Information Centre in May, 2011. The results of Phases I and 2 are presented on the 
study web page at: 

www.niagararegion.ca/living/roads/projects/glendale-qew-405/overview.aspx 

Phases 3 and 4 of the EA process were initiated: however, the Region is issuing this Notice of 
Study Closure at this time in consideration of the following: 

Updated future land use information indicates that development patterns in the study area 
will be significantly different from those used in Phases I and 2 of the study. 

Under the Class EA process, capital works that have not been started within 10 years of 
the Notice of Completion must be reviewed and updated. Recognizing that key network 
improvements to address transportation needs identified in the current Class EA study are 
not likely to be required within the next 10 years, it is appropriate to conclude the current 
study at this time, while recognizing that the EA process may be resumed at a later date. 
There is currently uncertainty with respect to certain factors which would influence the 
recommended configuration of key transportation improvements identified in the current 
Class EA study: 

•Timing and extent of transportation improvements required to serve the retail outlet 
centre currently proposed for the southwest quadrant of the Glendale Ave. interchange. 
•Timing and size of a potential park-and-ride transit hub. 

•Timing and extent of repairs to/rehabilitation of the Glendale Ave. structure over the 
QEW 

•Timing and extent of other potential new commercial developments or expansions in the 
study area 

Next Steps 

When there is greater certainty with respect to the factors mentioned above, the Class EA 
process may be resumed and/or combined with a potential parallel Ministry ofTransportation 
EA process. At that time, information with respect to land use and other factors will be 
updated. Relevant information collected during the study and input provided by stakeholders 
and the public during the current Class EA study will be available for consideration

How can The Harvard 
Medical School, my alma 
mater, be so backward about 
heart attack? 

It’s apparent its research¬ 
ers never heard Linus 
Pauling when he countered 
critics with “It’s the dosage, 
idiots."

Hospital reports that after 
11 years of study, there was 
no difference between the 
two groups in rate of heart 
attack, stroke, heart failure 
or chest pain. 

What amazes me about 
the Harvard study is how 
researchers could waste 11 
years studying a project 
doomed to failure. The mul¬ 
tivitamin used contained 
only 75 milligrams (mg) of 
vitamin C. This amount is 
potent enough to prevent 
scurvy. But prescribing 75 
mg of vitamin C to prevent 
coronary attack is like trying 
to kill an elephant with a BB 
gun. 

Pauling reported years 
ago that it requires several 
thousand milligrams of vita¬ 
min C, along with the amino 


acid lysine, to prevent coro¬ 
nary attack. Pauling also 
reminded us that animals 
produce thousands of mgs 
of vitamin C daily but 
humans lost this ability eons 
ago. This inability to make 
vitamin sets up humans for 
heart attack and stroke. 
Increased vitamin C has 
been proven to prevent this. 

Vitamin C makes coro¬ 
nary arteries strong. As mor¬ 
tar binds bricks together, 
coronary cells are glued 
together by collagen. But it 
requires high doses of vita¬ 
min C and lysine to produce 
strong collagen. And just as 
steel rods provide extra 
strength to concrete, lysine 
increases the power of col¬ 
lagen.

Professor of Pathology at 
Auckland University in New 
Zealand, reported years ago 
that Pauling was right. 
Stehbens emphasized that 
coronary arteries are under 
more pressure than any 
other arteries in the body. 
After all, they're situated in 
the heart’s muscle, not in 
the big toe. Moreover they're 
under constant pressure 
while the heart beats 100,000 
times every 24 hours, or 37 
million times a year, and 2.2 
billion times if you live to 70 
years of age. 

Without sufficient 
Vitamin C and lysine this 
constant pounding causes 
minute cracks in collagen, 
resulting in blood clots and 
possible death. Or a weak¬ 
ened artery breaks, causing 

Dr. Sydney Bush, an 
English researcher, should 
be eligible for the Nobel 
Prize for his finding. Bush 
took photos of the retina 
(back part of the eye), then 
prescribed large doses of 
vitamin C and lysine. One 
year later, photos showed 


that narrowed arteries were 
gradually restored to nor- 

These historic findings 
are ignored by cardiologists 
and, sad to say, even by The 
Harvard Medical School. 
But medical consumers 
should benefit from this 
research when the facts are 
so valid. I bet my own life on 
vitamin C and lysine follow¬ 
ing a coronary attack 15 
years ago. But I hated swal¬ 
lowing so many pills every 

A year ago I persuaded 
Preferred Nutrition, a health 
food company, to develop a 
combination powder of vita¬ 
min C and lysine. It’s now 
available at health food 
stores. A flat scoop of pow¬ 
der contains 2,000 mg of C 
and 1,300 mg of lysine. It 
should be taken twice a day 
with meals, or three times 
daily if there’s a history of 
heart disease. If diarrhea 
occurs, the dose should be 
reduced. 

Always check with your 
doctor before changing or 
starting medication.
